Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect to 
claim 27, the Prior Art does not teach a power controlling semiconductor element with; a 
planar conductive member through which induction current flows at the surface due to 
electromagnetic induction generated by current flowing through said current detector, 
wherein said current detector has a conductor electrically connected to said power 
controlling semiconductor element, and a magnetic detecting unit for detecting a 
magnetic flux which is generated by the current flowing through said conductor, and the 
magnetic detection surface of said magnetic detecting unit being parallel to the surface 
of said planar conductive member so that said magnetic detecting unit detects a 
component which is vertical to the surface of said planar conductive member, among 
magnetic flux generated by the current flowing through said conductor. Claims 27-29, 
41 and 42 are allowable.
